Accord- 
ing to one message, the Allied forces yesterday withdrew from 
the town, while other despatches say that fighting continues

Although the German divisions in 
the south of the Cherbourg penin- 
sula are remnants of what they 
were, they are showing no signs of 
withdrawal, says a Press Associa- 
tion correspondent at Allied Supreme 
H.Q. 

The same correspondent reports 
that in La Haye the Americans 
have captured the railway station 
and are forcing the Germans back 
in street’ fighting. East and west of 
La Haye, the villages of Scorman, 


Glatigny and La Butte are fairly 
securely held by the Americans. 
Advancing down the road from 
Carentan to Periers, the Americans 
are meeting stiff resistance at the 
village of Culot, four and a half 
miles south-west of Carentan. 


Flare-up 


Wm. Stringer, Reuter’s Special

resistance, American troops yester- 
day hacked small but precious 
gains along a 20-mile wide front.

The Germans laid a smoke screen 
near the village of Franqueville, 
immediately north of Carpiquet, 
but no attack materialised.’ The 
German shelling and mortaring of 
the Carpiquet area has decreased a 
great deal.

Versailles devoted himself to re- 
building Germany’s military 
strength. In 1939 he commanded 
the 4th German Army in the 
invasion of Poland, and later 
fought in Flanders.—(Reuter.)

ATTACK CONTINENT 


GEVERAL thousand British and 

7 American planes of all types 
yesterday struck, almost with- 
out pause, on a front hundreds 
of miles long—from the battle- 
zones in Normandy to Treas, 
in North-West Germany, says 
the Press Association. 

The targets included flying bomb 
i military installations in the

In one series of attacks about 
2,000 American Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators, with escorting 
Mustangs, Thunderbolts and Light- 
nings, were sent out over France and 
Germany. One gebomber was lost 
in a massed attack by R.A.F. Lan- 
casters and Halifaxes on the Pas 
de Calais. 


Hundreds of heavy bombers 
made assaults on Dijon 
marshalling yards, and Mosquitos 
hit at the, Ruhr, where a synthetic 
oil plant Was set on fire. 


At Buer-Scholven smoke from

Marauders and Havocs made 
attacks on five main railway lines 
runnin up to the battle 
area Fás the south, and on 
bridges around Caen. The opera- 
tion, which was one of the heaviest 
since the ‘invasion began, ‘was 
broken into thirty separate attacks, 
A force of Liberators also 
attacked military installations at 
Kiel yesterday. Flak was intense, 
Three bombers did not return. Dur- 
ing the operations the ters de- 
stroyed 17 German aircraft, against 
the loss of five fighters. 
Twenty-eight attacks were made 
on. German E and R boats in the 
English Channel area yesterday 
morning by Albacores, Beaufighters 
and Swordfish planes, says the 
British Air Ministry News Service. 
Fewer flying bombs were sent 
over Southern England. yesterday, 
and, according to the British Air 
Ministry, a large proportion of 
them was destroyed. It was 
stated that the fewer number may 
have been due to the heavy R.A.F.

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EVACUATION 
RESUMED 
IN LONDON 


ONDON’S official evacuation 

scheme has been reopened, and 

the first party of school children 

has left for safe areas in the north 
and midlands. 


The scheme provides facilities 
for four classes—school children, 
mothers with children under. five, 
aged and infirm people, and other 
people who are able to go. 

School children are being accom- 
panied by school teachers, who will 
Stay with them in districts, where 
large parties are sent, or where 
schools need their help. “The 
scheme is a voluntary one, and no 
pressure has been put upon 
parents.

“1 meditated at the time whether 
I should make a statement to the 
House in secret session on the sub- 
ject, but, on the whole, everything 
being in such a hypothetical condi- 
tion 1 thought I might cause need- 
less alarm, and that we had better 
proceed step by step until we had 
greater assurance as to what we 
could say. The reconnaissance 
which we carried out was an im- 
mense task, but it yielded im- 
portant information. We found 
eventually that about 100° of these 
rather smaller sites all along the 
French coast between Havre and 
Calais were being erected, and we 
concluded that they would be the 
firing ‘points for a jet-propelled 
projectile, which was smaller than 
the rocket to which our thoughts 
had at first ‘been turned. All these 
hundred firing points were con- 
tinually bombed since last Decem- 
ber, and every one of them was 
destroyed by the R.A.F., with the 
whole-hearted assistance of the 
growing United States air power.
